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Fuehrer Rushes 
From Mountain 
Home to Munich 


BERLIN, April 15.—Chancellor Hitler was re- 
ported tonight to have hurried from his Berchtes- 
gaden mountain home to Munich on receipt of Presi- 
dent Roosevelt’s peace appeal today and to have 
summoned his foreign secretary, Joachin von Rib- 
bentrop, to meet him there. Telephone calls to 
Berchtesgaden also disclosed that Hitler’s chief col- 
laborators, including Otto Dietrich, Reich press 
chief, had gone to Munich with him. Before Ger- 
many will make known its reactions to the Roose- 
velt appeal, a spokesman said, “we must first con- 
fer with our axis partner.” It was learned recently 
telephone arrangements had been set up so that Hit- 
ler and Mussolini could reach each other at any time 


within three minutes.

By entering Danzig—German un- 
til 1919—from East Prussia the 
troops could avoid touching Polish 
territory. (Danzig is a free port, 
has a Nazi-dominated parliament 
but is in the Polish customs ad- 
ministration.) 


NEW TURN TAKEN 

Publication of the dispatches in- 
dicated a new turn in developments. 
The agency reported from Gleiwitz 
that anti-German excesses in west- 
ern upper Silesia were “increasing 
in an alarming manner.” 

Usually there is a purpose behind 
publication of stories of this kind. 
Events in Sudetenland and later 
Czecho-Slovakia and Meme] were 
preceded by reports of Anti-Ger- 
man excesses in the Reich press. 

If German troops were to move 
into Danzig from East Prussia, Wil- 
helmstrasse sources explained, there 
would be no violation of Polish ter- 
ritory. Also Germany, if she took 
Danzig. would respect Polish rights, 
these sources added, predicting at 
any rate there would be no war 
about it, and Hitler would have 
another “bloodless conquest” as a 
birthday present.

Highlighted by the work of 19- 
year-old Francis Baptiste, one of) 
the finest collections of Indian art 
ever exhibited in the city was on 
display this week at the Art Mus- 
eum on the fourth floor of the Civic 
Block, Work displayed is from the 
Inkameep Indian reserve at Oliver, 
B.C, in the Okanagan valley. 

Of particular interest in the col- 
lection is a recent painting by Bap- 
tiste, grandson Of Chief Baptiste 
George of the Inkameep reserve. 
Baptiste, Who is just completing a 
year’s course at the Indian art 
school at Santa Fe, Néw México, 
puts into the picture his conception 
of the climate and vegetation of 
New Mexico. 

LOVE OF ANIMALS 

Dothinating’ the picture is the 
young Indian’s love of horses and 
animals, In the background of the 
picture are five horses, one with a 
rider, In the foreground is the scat- 
tered vegetation, so symbolic of the 
country, 

Baptiste has given the picture a 
sense of aliveness and depth with- 
ont resorting to technical tricks, 
while his grouping and balance 
is amasing in its very simplicity 
and lack of artificiality. 

Baptiste is thought to have a 
great future in Indian art work. To 
date he has Won one silver star, 
two bronze stare and three first 
class honors jn Indian painting from 
the Royal Drawing Society's exhi- 
bition in London, England. 

Last the year the society bought 
one of Baptiste’s paintings for their 
permanent collection of children’s 
work. It was the first time that a/ 
Canadian boy or girl had won the} 
award. Artists must be under 19} 
years of age to have their work 
selected,

Baptiste will specialize in Indian 
painting, sculpture and woodcuts. 
Originality, movement, and freedom 
of the work done by the Indian 
artists are one of the outstanding 
features of the exhibit.

Loh Tsei, Chinese “Joan of 
Arc,” Makes Appeal For 
Aid Here 


China now has 30 million re- 
fugees and one million orphans 
due to the attack by Japan upon 
her, Miss Loh Tsei, known as 
“China's Joan of Arc”, told a 
meeting in McDougall Church 
Friday night. 

Rev. Dr. George A. Macdonald of 
Knox United Church was chairman 
of the meeting, which was sponsor- 
ed by the Chinese Benevolent So- 
ciety and the League for Peace and 
Democracy. 


DEPICTS AGONY 


Young, petite, and a passionate 
orator, Miss Loh Tsei depicted the 
agony of China, and her heroic re- 
sistance to aggression, in a speech 
that was punctuated by applause. 

Japaw has not singled out its vie- 
tims but has struck out at the en- 
tire Chinese population, she said. 

She said that defective hospital 
services take a heavy toll in 
Chinese lives. A saying is cur- 
rent in the country that it is bet- 
ter to die at once from a bullet 
than to die slowly because of poor 
hospital attention. 


Praising the work of Dr. Nor- 
man Bethune of Montreal in super- 
vising a hospital in China, the 
speaker appealed for support of 
this medical unit by the Canadian 
people. 

“Every pair of silk stockings gives 
Japan, it has been estimated by ex:

to shoot down Chinese mothers and 
babies, innocent women and chil- 
dren,” she declared,

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No “Set” Price Proposed 


Preconceived notions die hard. In one 
Saskatchewan community a mass meeting 
of merchants and farmers decided by re- 
solution that Hon J. G. Gardiner should 
resign “if the Dominion Government sets 
the price of wheat at 60 cents a bushel.” 


But there has been no proposal to set 
the price at that or any other figure. 
What is proposed is that the Government 
guarantee the farmer will get an advance 
of 60 cents a bushel, plus anything more 
that can be obtained when the wheat is 
re-sold. And, in addition, he will get a 
bonus per acre, not only in respect to the 
jand he seeds to wheat, but in respect of 
half the cultivated land he has under pro- 
duction, whatever the crops grown. The 
only condition under which he would not 
get the bonus is that wheat should go to 
an average price of 80 cents per bushel 
during the harvest and threshing months 
——the time of year when the price is usu- 
ally lowest. 

An added, and very important consid- 
eration, is that the farmer would get the 
acre bonus whether his crops gave hima 
return or were blasted by drought, frost, 
grasshoppers or other pest.

t is explained that the way to fore- 
stall the plague is to clip off the twigs 
on which the moths have laid their eggs. 
Since the moths prefer to do their laying 
on the higher twigs, this means some 
fancy ladder work for the chap who would 
protect his trees. But as each egg-ring 
contains 200 eggs or more, there is plenty 
of incentive to climb and clip. 

Once the ‘pillars have hatched, trees 
may be sprayed and the trunks painted 
with bands of tar or other sticky sub- 
stance to keep the crawlers from crawl- 
ing upward—which may have the added 
advantage of keeping the family cat from 
sneaking up to rob a birds’ nest. 

Poplar leaves appear to be the favorite 
diet of the ‘pillar, though he attacks other 
trees when hungry. There is probably no 
practicable way of protecting large areas 
of trees in country districts, but those 
in the city parks, on the boulevards and 
In town yards can be saved by timely ac- 
tion—or the ravages of the prospective 
marauder at least kept to a minimum. 


Canadians Are Great Traders 


Canada last year stood fifth among 
the nations in the volume of trade done 
with other countries. Great Britain, with 
four times the population, stood first. The 
United States, with eleven times the popu- 
lation, was second. Germany, with seven 
times a8 many people, came third. France, 
with four times Canada’s population, was 
fourth. Per head Canadians seem to lead 
the world in buying and selling abroad. 

In the value of products exported the 
Dominion stood fourth, while in the list 
of importers it came eighth. The import- 
ance of our external trade to the national 
economy is obvious, hence the importance 
of seeking to expand that trade by nego- 
tiating agreements for the removal of 
barriers against the flow of goods. The 
restoration of order and norma! business 
conditions in Europe would react to stimu- 
late prosperity in Canada directly and 
powerfully, because of our dependence on 
foreign markets. 

On a total exchange with other coun- 
tries of $1,1634,177,000, Canada had a fa- 
vorable balance of $279,275,000, evidence 
that we are no longer trying to operate on 
a one-way basis, but are taking a fair 
amount of goods in exchange for our own 
The balance of credits due us from abroad 
was prebably not more than enough tu

meet debt and dividend requirements, 
leaving the score about equal. Canada, 
while it is seeking trade, is therefore not 
trying to “hog” trade by demanding that 
other countries buy from us in heavy dis- 
proportion. As stability of trade depends 
upon a fair equality of world exports and 
imports, the Dominion is doing its share 
to keep world exchange in balance. 


The Practical Side 


Professor Scott of McGill University 
wants Canada to “demand complete con- 
trol over her foreign policy and over the 
machinery which would commit this coun- 
try to war.” He says, “We have not as 
much say in the decision to declare war 
as the lowliest voter in London or Glas- 
gow. Our foreign minister is Neville 
Chamberlain and when his cabinet votes 
for war it will also vote for Canada.” 

Which as an abstract interpretation of 
constitutional law may be correct—or it 
may not be. The practical facts are that 
Canada does control its foreign policy, 
makes its own treaties and signs them; 
and that the parliament of Canada docs 
decide whether and to what extent Can- 
ada shall participate in any war. If the 
Professor is only concerned in getting the 
letter of the constitution changed to fit 
the practice, all well and good. 

But if he wants Canada to actually 
stand neutral in the event that Britain is 
forced to fight, he will have to address 
himself to a wider audience than radio 
listeners in Canada. Chancellor Hitler, 
Premier Mussolini, and the gentlemen 
who compose the Government of Japan 
are very practical-minded men. They are 
not in the least concerned in the niceties 
of the constitution of the British Empire. 
What interests them is that Canada would 
be a great supply depot for Britain; 
wherefore they would be bound in self- 
interest to sink our ships, block our ports, 
blow up our munitions plants, if they 
could by any means do so. 

Canada could not remain neutral if it 
wanted to. Britain's enemies would not 
let it. And—horrible as the thought may 
be to the Professor—it wouldn't stay neu- 
tral if they would let it.

The President's Warning 


LONDON: President Roosevelt's approval of 
an editorial in the Washington Post attacking 
the expansionist aims of the dictators, was hailed 
in the British press today as clear warning the 
United States will side against aggressors in the 
event of war. 

The Daily Telegraph (Conservative) said the 
President's remarks showed “that if a world 
war now broke out, the whole strength of the 
United States would and must be thrown against 
the aggressor.” 

“The change of public opinion in our coun- 
try and the abandonment of ‘isolationism’ are 
matters of common knowledge,” the Daily Tele- 
graph said editorially. 

“Much more remarkable is the revulsion in 
the United States from the attitude of imper- 
sonal disgust with which the average American 
citizen has been prone to watch the spread of 
aggression across the eastern hemisphere. 

“If the aims of the authoritarian states are 
noted in the United States as a threat to the 
whole civilized world, it is difficult to imagine 
that any large section of opinion in our own 
country any longer can take a narrow view of 
British ‘interests’ which would bid us call the 
aggression of the ‘axis’ to halt. 

“The chances of our doing so without being 
involved in a catastrophic struggle are indeed 
strongly increased by Roosevelt's indication that 
the weight of the United States will be added to 
any deterrent that we and our friends in Europe 
may offer.” 

The Daily Herald acclaimed Roosevelt's 
declaration as- by far the most important the 
world has heard in recent days. 

“The leading article of the Washington Post,” 
the Herald continued, “which the President 
warmly accepted as an accurate exposition of 
American foreign policy, vigorously advocated 
that kind of co-operation between peace-keep- 
ing nations which we call collective security. 

“Its language goes a good way beyond any- 
thing that even the President had chosen to use 
before. By his explicit endorsement of its words, 
he had made them his own. And by so doing, he 
had given the aggressor nations the clearest and 
most direct warning yet that the immense 
weight of the United States will be placed in the 
scales if they force a war upon the world.” 


London Opinion 


LONDON.—Three London newspapers agree 
Russian collaboration is virtually indispensable 
if Prime Minister Chamberlain’s pledges of aid to 
Poland, Rumania and Greece are to be effective. 

The News Chronicle (Liberal) editorially 
said: “The chief weakness of the government 
statement was the paucity of signs of active 
collaboration with Russia. Only in answer to 
interruptions in the commons did Russia feature 
in the Prime Minister’s speech at all. Without 
Russia, and without cross-agreements between 
constituent members of the peace front, the pre- 
sent arrangements cannot provide real collective 
security. All that we have at present is a series 
of bilateral agreements, only in the cases of 
Poland and France does the agreement provide 
for aid to Britain.” 

The Daily Herald (Labor) urged a seven- 
power conference, including Russia, to stop the 
expansionist aims of the aggressor nations. “The 
emergency measures are completed,” the Herald 
said. “They should be followed at once by a 
conference of nations concerned in them and 
Russia—a seven-power conference of Britain, 
France, Russia Poland, Greece, Rumania and 
Turkey. For only by such a conference held 
immediately can the work of creating a real 
defensive front against aggression be carried on 
and true collaboration among peacable powers 
secured.” 

The Daily Mail (Independent) made the in- 
ternational situation the basis of a new plea for 
national conscription, declaring: “Half-measures 
in raising an army are a poor advertisement for 
British resolution, an unconvincing way of show- 
ing our ability to fulfill our new commitments. 
But the only real, democratic way of raising a 
truly national army is by conscription.” 

The Financial Times (Independent) urged the 
government to give urgent reconsideration to 
creation of a ministry of supplies. 

The Daily Telegraph (Conservative): “The 
greater firmness and vigor the ministers show, the 
more they can be sure of the unqualified support 
of all parties. The attitude of the cabinet is 
founded today on no illusion but on cool calcula- 
tion. While hoping and striving to avert the 
worst that may befall, they are reckoning with it. 
No private citizen should base his conduct, how- 
ever he bases his hopes, upon a more comfort- 
able view.” 

The Daily Express (Independent): “If the 
majority of the people desire and require com- 
mitments such as those to Rumania and Greece, 
they they must be undertaken. That is the 
principle of the democratic system. It is plain 
that the British publie favors the course which 
Mr. Chamberlain is following. It is now for 
democracy, which has assumed those heavy re- 
sponsibilities, to assure itself of the power to 
discharge them.” 
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New York Views 


NEW YORK.—The New York Times (Inde- 
pendent) today advocated in an editorial the 
adherence of Russia to the system of collective 
security being built in Europe by Great Britain 
and France and stressed the advantage to world 
well-being of United States’ support for Franco- 
British efforts at halting aggression. 

“New system of security which is being put 
together is a balance-of~power system, and at 
present it has the important disadvantage usual- 
ly found in such a system,” said The Times, 
“There is no such overwhelming preponderance 
of strength on the part of the law-biding na- 
tions as contemplated in the League (Nations) 
system. 

“The alliance of Russia with Britain and 
France ... would fortify the new system. ... So 
would action by the American congress making 
it clear that supplies from this country will be 
withheld from aggressors In the event of war 
and be made available to their victims.” 

“With the Anglo-French guarantee to Greece 
and Rumania, we may at least hope that Eur- 
ope will retire for the time being from the front 
pages,” said the Herald Tribune (Republican), 
“The axis gains have been tangible but not in 
themselves of great value. The democratic gains 
have been intangible but of the first importance, 
Thanks to the Nazi-Fascist methods the demo- 
cratic peoples are now psychologically prepared

Hence the rocky 
area on the west coast of Vancouver Island is 
known as the “Graveyard of the Pacific,” and 
that off the coast of Washington as the “Giant's 
Graveyard.” Experienced shipmasters keep well 
out at sea in misty weather till they pick up the 
beam wireless off the entrance to the Straits. 

Luckily all 36 of the chew escaped in safety 
before the vessel sank. They are to be congratu- 
lated. So too are the helpless people of China 
who thereby are freed from 10,000 tons of bombs. 
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Gold in its myriad forms is the god of this 
world. Every aggressor nation could be stopped 
in its tracks by rigidly enforced economic meas- 
ures. The aggressor nations—Germany, Italy, 
Nationalist Spain and Japan—are all weak in 
one spot. They must import metals to make 
munitions and oil to oper- 
ate the machines for 
mechanized murder. Yet 
it seems impossible, short 
of actual war, to shut off the flow of the ingre- 
dients for aggression. Within the last couple of 
weeks Prime Minister Chamberlain, in answer 
to a question in the House, said that Britain 
would take no steps to shut off the supply of 
munitions to aggressor nations. 

Tt is not entirely for fear of giving affront to 
nations with which Britain was technically the 
on terms of peace. Heavy export dues would 
achieve the object. It is the knowledge that other 
democracies would step into the breach and the 
trade of the nation would suffer. 

Enforcement of any such prohibition by Can- 
ada would close down the great smelter at Trail, 
dislocate the mining industry and injure the 
export of nickel. So long as the purpose of pro- 
duction is private profit, nations must arm their 
enemies. It's silly, but so perhaps will the profit 
system appear some day.

Investigation reveals that its 45 posts have 
a total of 6,617 members, most of them mech- 
anics, restaurant workers, clerk and odd-job 
men. Kuhn himself was a chemist in the Ford 
Motor works, earning from 15 cents to 87'2 cents 
an hour. The Bund leader was born in Munich 
in 1896, served as lieutenant in a machine gun 
detachment in the World War, where he was 
thrice wounded. He took part in street fight- 
ing against the Soviet Government after the war, 
joined the Nazis in 1921 and was a participant 
in Hitler's Munich Putsch in 1923. He has lived 
in United States since 1926.

New Stamps

OTTAWA, April 15.—His Majesiy 
the King is back in uniform again— | 
at least on Canadian postage stamps 
King George VI is the first King of 
Canada to appear on Canadian! 
postage stamps in civies, The cur- 
rent issue of Canadian stamps de- 
picts His Majesty with white collar 
and dark tie and business suit. In| 
the special issue to commemorate 
the royal visit the King is back in, 
uniform. | 


USUALLY UNIFORMED 


Save when the bust form of por- 
traiture is used, the King has al- 
ways been shown on Canadian 
stamps as wearing a uniform, Some- 
times this led to amusing errors, as 
on the occasion when King George 
V appeared on Canadian stamps in 
the uniform of a Captain of the! 
British Navy as indicated by the 
insignia on his collar. As the King 
is always Admiral of the Fleets the 
picture was not that of the King 
but of the Prince of Wales, the! 
period when he was actually a 
Captain in the Navy. 

The King appears on the current 
stamps in a dark gray suit, white 
shirt and collar and dark tie a typi- 
cal Britisher, with high forehead 
end hair brushed back, clean- 
shayen; far more representative of 
the average citizen of the British 
Empire than would be an Admiral, | 
a Field Marshal or an Air Marshal. | 


NO EDWARD VIII STAMPS 

One King of Canada, King Ed- 
ward VIII, has never appeared on 
Canadian postage stamps and will 
never, save the one occasion when | 
as Prince of Wales he was portrayed 
on the 5 cent stamp of the Jubilee | 
issue.

Now although 
this breed is amiable and quite de- 
sirable, it is very rare—only three 
specimens have been registered in 
a year in the A.K.C. Stud Book— 
and the chances are that no dealer 
in the country would have one on 
hand or even have a_ remote 
chance of getting one on order. I 
told this woman as much, She re- 
plied stating that what the dealer 
meant was a black and tan “Ger- 
man Police Dog which he said were 
less high-strung than the others.”
